LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

nation’s two biggest school 
systems — New York City 
and Los Angeles — re¬ 
ceived threats of a large- 
scale attack Tuesday, and 
L.A. reacted by shutting 
down the entire district. 
New York dismissed the 
warning as an amateur¬ 
ish hoax and held class as 
usual. 

In LA, the threat came in 
the form of an email to a 
school board member that 
raised fears of another at¬ 
tack like the recent deadly 
shooting in nearby San Ber¬ 
nardino. 

Authorities in New York re¬ 
ported receiving the same 
“generic” email that was 
sent to other cities around 
the country. They decided 


there was no danger to 
schoolchildren, with Mayor 
Bill de Blasio concluding the 
threat contained “nothing 
credible.” 

“It was so outlandish,” he 
said. 

New York Police Com¬ 
missioner William Bratton 
agreed, quipping that it 
looked like the sender of 
the threat had watched a 
lot of the Showtime terror¬ 
ism drama “Homeland." 
The shutdown abruptly 
closed more than 900 pub¬ 
lic schools and 187 char¬ 
ter schools attended by 
640,000 students across Los 
Angeles. 

Los Angeles officials de¬ 
fended the move. 

“It is very easy in hindsight 
to criticize a decision based 
on results the decider could 


never have known,” LA Po¬ 
lice Chief Charlie Beck said 
at a news conference. 

The threatening email sent 
to the New York City school 
superintendent warned 
that every school would 
be attacked with pres¬ 
sure cooker bombs, nerve 
agents and machine guns. 
The email claimed the 
writer and “138 comrades” 
would carry out the attack. 
Students “at every school 
in the New York City school 
district will be massacred, 
mercilessly. 

And there is nothing you 
can do to stop it,” the mes¬ 
sage said. 

The anonymous writer 
claimed to be a student at 
a district high school who 
had been bullied. 

A law enforcement official 


with access to the docu¬ 
ment provided the email to 
The Associated Press. 

The official was not autho¬ 
rized to disclose details of 
an ongoing investigation 
and spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The person who wrote the 
note also claimed to be 
a jihadist but made errors 
that suggested the writer 
really a prankster, including 
spelling the word “Allah" 
with a lowercase “a." 

The threats came in simul¬ 
taneously to New York and 
LA school officials at about 
1:20 a.m. 

EST (20000 GMT) Tuesday, 
or about 10:20 p.m. (1520 
GMT) Monday in Los Ange¬ 
les.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Unit¬ 
ed States and Russia need 
to find common ground to 
end Syria’s civil war and 
restore stability in eastern 
Ukraine, U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry said Tues¬ 
day, as he met with Russian 
President Vladimir Putin to 
try to narrow gaps in the 
countries' approaches to 
the crises. 

“Together the United States 
and Russia have the ability 
to make a significant differ¬ 
ence here,” Kerry told Putin 
as they began meeting at 
the Kremlin. Perhaps seek¬ 
ing to ease some tension in 
what were expected to be 
tough talks, Kerry praised 
Russia’s role in seeking to 
create a political transition 
process for Syria with other 
nations, including the U.S. 
“It's been a good cooper¬ 
ative effort, and we're very 
appreciative for what has 
been achieved so far,” Ker¬ 
ry said. Putin offered only 
perfunctory comments at 
the start of the meeting, 
but noted that “together, 
we are looking for ways 
ouf of fhe mosf urgent cri¬ 
ses,” despite several “out¬ 
standing issues.” Earlier, in 
talks with Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov, Ker¬ 
ry said the world benefits 
when great powers agree 
in their approaches to ma¬ 
jor crises. “Even when there 
have been differences be¬ 
tween us, we have been 
able to work effectively on 
specific issues," Kerry said. 
“Today, I hope we can find 
some common ground." 
Russia and the U.S. are at 
odds over the mechan¬ 
ics of a political transition 


aimed at halting the war in 
Syria, as well as the military 
approach to fighting the 
Islamic State group. The 
results of Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ings will determine whether 
or not a new international 
diplomatic conference 
on Syria will go ahead as 
planned Friday at the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

On Ukraine, the two coun¬ 
tries are split over the im¬ 
plementation of a Febru¬ 
ary agreement meant to 
end hostilities between the 
Kiev government and Rus¬ 
sian-backed separatists in 
eastern Ukraine. 

Lavrov noted “outstanding 
issues” with the U.S. on the 
Syrian political transition 
that is supposed to bring 
representatives of Syrian 


President Bashar Assad's 
government together with 
the opposition for negotia¬ 
tions by early January. And 
on Ukraine, Lavrov said 
the U.S. should use its influ¬ 
ence with the government 
in Kiev to settle the conflict 
with the separatists by re¬ 
specting a shaky cease-fire 
and moving ahead wifh 
political reforms in eastern 
Ukraine. 

Kerry praised Moscow for 
having been “a significant 
contributor to the progress 
that we have been able to 
make” on Syria and said 
the U.S. and Russia both 
believe the Islamic State 
group must be eliminated. 
“Russia and the United 
States agree that this is a 
threat to everybody, to ev¬ 


ery country,” he said. “They 
are the worst of terrorists. 
They attack culture and 
history and all decency. It 
leaves no choice but for 
civilized nations to stand 
together, to fight and de¬ 
stroy them.” 

However, ahead of his ar¬ 
rival, Russia’s foreign min¬ 
istry said Moscow would 
be looking for a “revision" 
in U.S. policy of “dividing 
terrorists into ‘bad’ and 
‘good’ ones.” It also com¬ 
plained that the U.S. was 
unwilling to engage in “full- 
fledged coordination” be¬ 
tween the two powers’ mil¬ 
itaries while both are con¬ 
ducting airstrikes in Syria. 
Russia says its airstrikes 
since late September have 
targeted the Islamic State 


group, but Western gov¬ 
ernments claim Moscow is 
bombing mostly moderate 
Syrian rebels and is primar¬ 
ily concerned with shoring 
up Assad. 

Assad’s future and his po¬ 
tential role in the political 
transition will be prime top¬ 
ics of Kerry’s conversations 
with Putin and Lavrov. 
Russia has consistently said 
Assad’s future is for the 
Syrian people to decide, 
while the U.S. and many 
of its allies insist that he go, 
although they have soft¬ 
ened their stance some¬ 
what to allow Assad to 
play a temporary but as- 
yet undefined role in the 
transition. Syrian opposition 
groups, however, demand 
that Assad leave at the 
start of the process. After 
his lengthy meeting with 
Lavrov, Kerry took time out 
for a brief stroll through 
Moscow's Stary Arbat pe¬ 
destrian shopping street, 
stopping at stores includ¬ 
ing a Dunkin’ Donuts under 
a light snow and exchang¬ 
ing greetings with Russians. 
Kerry’s trip to Moscow is his 
second to Russia this year. 
Since the first. President 
Barack Obama has seen 
Putin briefly fwice af sum¬ 
mits in Turkey and France. 
Regarding Ukraine, Kerry is 
asking for Russia’s full im¬ 
plementation of a Febru¬ 
ary cease-fire in exchange 
for sanctions relief. That 
truce called for the re¬ 
moval of heavy weaponry 
from front lines, a Russian 
troop withdrawal, the re¬ 
lease of detainees and full 
access for international 
monitors. But the cease-fire 
has become increasingly 
strained. □ 
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Teen convicted in rape, killing of high school teacher

SALEM, Massachusetts (AP) 

— A teenager was convict¬ 
ed Tuesday of raping and 
killing his math teacher at 
a high school in the state 
of Massachusetts when he 
was 14. Philip Chism, now 
16, followed his 9th grade 
algebra teacher, Col¬ 
leen Ritzer, into a school 
bathroom, strangled her, 
stabbed her at least 16 
times and raped her. 

Chism was convicted of 
a raping Ritzer inside the 
bathroom but was ac¬ 
quitted of a second rape, 
committed with a tree 
branch in woods near the 
school where Chism put her 
body. He was convicted of 
armed robbery for stealing 
Ritzer's credit cards and 
her underwear. 


Chism stared straight 
ahead and did not have 
any visible reaction as the 
verdicts were being read in 
Salem Superior Court. 
During his trial, his law¬ 
yer admitted Chism killed 
Ritzer, but said he was suf¬ 
fering from severe mental 
illness and was not crimi¬ 
nally responsible for his ac¬ 
tions. A psychiatrist who 
testified for the defense 
said Chism was hearing 
voices and in the throes of 
a psychotic episode when 
he killed Ritzer. 

Ritzer, 24, was a popular 
teacher at Danvers High 
School, about 25 miles (40 
kilometers) north of Bos¬ 
ton, doing her dream job, 
teaching math. Assistant 
District Attorney Kate Mac- 


Dougall told jurors in her 
opening statement. 

On Oct. 22, 2013, Ritzer 
asked Chism to stay after 
school. Another student 
who also stayed late that 
day testified that Ritzer 
tried to engage Chism — a 
student who had recently 
moved to Massachusetts 
— in light talk about how 
his new community com¬ 
pared with his old town 
of Clarksville, Tennessee. 
The student said Chism 
became visibly upset and 
Ritzer eventually changed 
the subject. 

Chism faces life in prison 
on the first-degree murder 
charge. As a juvenile, he 
cannot receive a life sen¬ 
tence without parole fol¬ 
lowing decisions by the U.S.

According to LA school 
police, the FBI and LAPD 
were contacted late Mon¬ 
day, which would mean 
within 90 minute or so of 
the threat coming in. 

The decision to close Los 
Angeles schools was an¬ 
nounced at 6:25 a.m. PST, 
well after NYC had already 
concluded a hoax and 
kept schools open. 

Los Angeles Superinten¬ 
dent Ramon Cortines said 
every campus would be 
searched, and he asked 
for a report on the search¬ 
es certifying that all build¬ 
ings are safe. 

Bratton called the closure 
in Los Angeles a “signifi¬ 
cant overreaction.” 

“We cannot allow our¬ 
selves to raise levels of 
fear,” said Bratton, who 


once ran the LA Police De¬ 
partment. 

Hours later, the ranking 
Democrat on the House In¬ 
telligence Committee also 
said the threat was be¬ 
lieved to be a hoax. 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest said he would 
not second-guess the de¬ 
cisions made in Los Ange¬ 
les or New York. He said the 
FBI has been in touch with 
California authorities. 

The decision to close the 
district disrupted the morn¬ 
ing routines of many Los 
Angeles families. 

Lupita Vela, who has a 
daughter in the third grade 
and a son who is a high 
school senior, called the 
threat “absolutely terri¬ 
fying” in light of the San 
Bernardino attack, which 
killed 14 people earlier this 
month. 

“I know the kids are anx¬ 
ious,” she said. □ 
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Clinton: US needs ‘360-degree’ anti-terror strategy

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Dem¬ 
ocratic presidential front¬ 
runner Hillary Clinton plans 
to address Tuesday the 
need for a “360-degree 
strategy” to keep the U.S. 
safe and prevent domestic 
terror attacks. 

In a speech at the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota, Clinton 
will address proactive steps 
for capping Islamic State 
recruitment in the U.S., es¬ 
pecially online, and for 
stopping potential jihadists 
from training overseas, her 
campaign said Tuesday, 
previewing her remarks. 

The Democratic hopeful 
was addressing her coun¬ 
terterrorism strategy hours 
before Republicans were 
holding their latest debate 
in Las Vegas. As President 
Barack Obama’s former 
secretary of state, Clinton 
holds direct ties to the White 
House's national security 
policies and has largely 


endorsed the president’s 
approach to dismantling 
the Islamic State group. 
Like Obama, Clinton has 
said she would not send 
American ground troops 
to the Middle East, saying it 
would provide a recruiting 
tool for IS.But Republicans 
view Obama’s handling of 
foreign policy and terrorism 
as a weakness and have 
tried to link Clinton to the 
president’s record, arguing 
that his policies in the Mid¬ 
dle East allowed terrorist 
groups to flourish since the 
drawdown of troops in Iraq. 
The former first lady is the 
overwhelming favorite for 
fhe 2016 Democratic nomi¬ 
nation. She faces two rivals 
in the primary contest that 
begins in February. 

Clinton will also talk about 
ways to stop foreign fight¬ 
ers from coming to the U.S., 
discover and disrupt plots 
before they can be carried 
out, work more closely with 
law enforcement agen¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S. 
military raid that killed an 
Islamic State leader in 
Syria last spring yielded in¬ 
telligence that allowed 
the U.S. to more effectively 
target the extremist group’s 
oil revenues, the State De¬ 
partment’s top diplomat 
for energy affairs said Tues¬ 
day. 

Amos Hochstein, a special 
envoy and coordinator for 
internafional energy affairs, 
told reporters at the Pen¬ 
tagon that the raid by U.S. 
special operations forces in 
May was a key to building 
a military and diplomatic 
plan to hit the extremists’ 
most important source of 
income. 

The raid killed Abu Sayyaf, 


who was known as the Is¬ 
lamic State's oil emir. Sayy- 
af's wife, an Iraqi known 
as Umm Sayyaf, was cap¬ 
tured. U.S. officials have 
said she was coopera¬ 
tive during interrogations 
and provided significant 
amounts of useful intelli¬ 
gence. She is now in Iraqi 
custody. 

“With that raid we got this 
enormous amount of in¬ 
formation that was very 
detailed as to how they 
operated their energy sec¬ 
tor and allowed us to learn 
more about the operation 
and how to attack it or ad¬ 
dress it,” Hochstein said. It 
enabled the U.S. to “put 
together the picture” of 
the most effective way to 
attack the group’s oil infra¬

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Freddie Gray jurors deadlocked, judge says keep deliberating

BALTIMORE (AP) — Jurors 
said they were dead¬ 
locked Tuesday as they 
weighed manslaughter 
and other charges against 
a police officer in the 
death of Freddie Gray. The 
judge told them to keep 
deliberating and they 
went home for the night 
without reaching a verdict. 
The jury sent a note to Bal¬ 
timore Circuit Judge Barry 
Williams after about nine 
hours of discussions over 
two days. They are delib¬ 
erating in the trial of Offi¬ 
cer William Porter, the first 
of six officers to stand trial 
on charges stemming from 
Gray’s death in April. 

As the jury deliberated, ar¬ 
mored vehicles and police 
were stationed around the 
city ahead of any verdict, 
and city and state officials 
promised they were pre¬ 
pared to prevent the un¬ 
rest and rioting that saw 
parts of the city burned 
and looted last spring. 

It was the fifth note the 
jury had sent the judge 
Tuesday. They had earlier 
requested highlighters, an 
easel and sticky notes, sug¬ 
gesting they were taking 
a businesslike approach 
to assessing Porter’s role 
in the arrest and death of 
Gray. 

The jury also received a 
set of external computer 
speakers to improve the 
sound quality of record¬ 
ings in evidence, including 
Porter’s videotaped inter¬ 
view with Baltimore police 
detectives, police radio 
transmissions on the day 
Gray was arrested and 
cellphone videos made 
at two of the wagon's six 
stops, starting with Gray’s 
arrest. 

The panel spent three hours 
deliberating Monday. Por¬ 
ter faces charges of man¬ 
slaughter, assault, reckless 
endangerment and mis¬ 
conduct. If convicted of all 
charges, he could face 25 
years in prison. 

The judge refused a jury 
request for the clerk’s list 
of trial exhibits, since the 
list isn’t evidence, and 
denied defense motions 
for a mistrial and change 
of trial location. The latter

two requests were part of 
a motion seeking ask ju¬ 
rors if they’ve seen a let¬ 
ter the city schools chief 
sent home with children 
Monday, warning of con¬ 
sequences for violent re¬ 
sponses to any verdict. 

Williams said it wouldn't be 
appropriate to query the 
jury about the letter. 

In closing arguments Mon¬ 
day, prosecutors said Por¬ 
ter could have save Gray’s 
life with two clicks: one to 
buckle him in with a seat 
belt and another to sum¬ 
mon medical help with his 
police radio. Defense law¬ 
yers said Porter was not to 
blame for Gray’s death. 

Gray died April 19, a week 
after his neck was broken 
while he was in the back of 
the van with wrists and an¬ 
kles shackled. The autopsy 
concluded that the injury 
probably came as Gray 
was slammed against a 
wall during cornering or 
braking. 

“Is two, three, four seconds 
worth a life?” prosecutor 
Janice Bledsoe asked the 
jury Monday. 

Jurors must determine 
whether they believe pros¬ 
ecutors, who say Porter’s 
indifference makes him 
criminally responsible for 
Gray’s injury, or the de¬ 
fense characterization of 
Porter as a conscientious 
officer who told supervisors 
to bring take Gray to the 
hospital.□ 
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Rate Hike: 

Fed betting it will avoid errors of the past

LONDON (AP) —The Feder¬ 
al Reserve is poised to raise 
interest rates Wednesday 
for the first time in 9!4 years. 
It may not take so long to 
know whether its decision 
was correct. 

History is filled with cases, 
from the Fed in the 1930s 
to the European Central 
Bank in 2011, when central 
banks raised rates prema¬ 
turely, sometimes with dire 
consequences. Raising 
rates or otherwise tighten¬ 
ing credit too soon can 
slow borrowing, jolt confi¬ 
dence and choke growth. 
When the global finan¬ 
cial system started buck¬ 
ling in 2007, central banks 
cut rates to fight the worst 
economic catastrophe 
since the 1930s. As the cri¬ 
sis escalated in late 2008, 
many rates were slashed 
to record lows. The Fed cut 
its benchmark rate to near 
zero. 

Mindful of the risks of high¬ 
er rates and of the U.S. 
economy’s lingering weak¬ 
nesses, some economists 
have suggested that the 
Fed could wait a bit lon¬ 
ger before raising rates, 
especially with inflation 
still low amid slumping oil 
and commodity prices. In 
a survey of top academic 
economists, the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago found that 
while 48 percent favored 
a rate hike, 36 percent felt 
the Fed should hold off. 
Andrew Levin of Dart¬ 
mouth College is among 
those who think the Fed is 
acting too soon. 

“The economy is not that 
close to normal yet,” Levin 
says. “Inflation has been 
persistently falling short of 
the Fed's target.” 

Levin notes, too, that while 
the unemployment rate 
is a low 5 percent, millions 
without jobs have given up 
looking for one. Levin says 
employers would have to 
add 200,000 jobs a month 
for at least another year 
to restore the job market’s 
health. 

For any central bank, the 
hardest task is to continu¬ 
ally straddle a delicate 
balance: 

Keeping rates too low for 


too long can inflate asset 
bubbles as investors seek 
returns that are higher — 
but riskier — than returns 
on government debt. Low 
rates can also weaken the 
ability of central banks to 
combat a new crisis or re¬ 
cession. 

But equally, central bank¬ 
ers must take care not to 
increase rates too soon. 
Since the global financial 
crisis, several central banks, 
from Israel’s to New Zea¬ 
land’s, have raised rates 
only to have to reverse 
course soon after. 

Chair Janet Yellen summed 
it up in a speech Dec. 2. 
Yellen said delaying a first 
increase too long might lat¬ 
er compel the Fed to raise 
rates faster than it would 
like. 

“An abrupt tightening 
would risk disrupting finan¬ 
cial markets and perhaps 
even inadvertently push 
the economy into reces¬ 
sion,” she said. “Holding 
the federal funds rate at 


its current level for too long 
could also encourage ex¬ 
cessive risk-taking and thus 
undermine financial stabil¬ 
ity.” 

In 1936-37, during the 
Great Depression era, the 
Fed sought to normalize its 
policies by increasing the 
amount of money banks 
had to hold as reserves. 
Many blame that deci¬ 
sion, along with a tougher 
budgetary stance from the 
U.S. government, for help¬ 
ing prolong the Depression. 
The economy fell back into 
a brutal recession in which 
around 2.5 million Ameri¬ 
cans lost jobs. 

By 1938, President Franklin 
Roosevelt reverted back 
to the expansionist policies 
associated with the New 
Deal that he had been 
implementing since 1933. 
And the Fed rescinded the 
increased reserve require¬ 
ment. The economy then 
enjoyed a spectacular re¬ 
covery, helped by wartime 
spending. □ 




Merriam-Webster declares ‘ism’ 
as the word of the year for 2015

NEW YORK (AP) — Merri- 
am-Webster has picked a 
small but powerful suffix as 
word of the year: ism. 

But not just any ism. The 
top isms to earn high traf¬ 
fic spikes and big bumps 
in lookups on the diction¬ 
ary company’s website in 
2015 over the year before 
are socialism, fascism, 
racism, feminism, com¬ 
munism, capitalism and 
terrorism. 

“We had a lot on our 
minds this year," mused 
Peter Sokolowski, the 
Springfield, Massachu¬ 
setts-based company’s 
editor at large, in a re¬ 
cent interview. “It’s a seri¬ 
ous year. These are words 
of ideas and practices. 
We're educating our¬ 
selves." 

Pinpointing reasons why 
words go on the run at 
Merriam-Webster is an 
educated guess. The dic¬ 
tionary company tracks 
corresponding news 
events to link lookups to 
real life. And its research¬ 
ers also crunch data in a 
way that filters out com¬ 
mon words frequently 
looked up year after year 
after year when making 
their top annual choices. 
Lookups for fascism cor¬ 
responded to release of 
video in November show¬ 
ing a white police officer 
shooting a black teen¬ 
ager in Chicago, and the 
criminal charges that fol¬ 
lowed. Merriam-Webster 
also saw a stronger cor¬ 
relation in heavy traffic on 
its site for fhaf word and 
“fascist" and flash points 
in Republican Donald 
Trump's presidential cam¬ 
paign, including reports 
on his anti-Islam rhetoric. 
The isms often collide, 
driving each other in pop¬ 
ularity, Sokolowski said. 
“Fascism we more closely 
associate as the response 
to various acts of terror¬ 
ism. After the attacks in 
Paris and the attacks in 
Colorado Springs and in 
San Bernardino, and be¬ 
cause of Donald Trump’s 
proposal to ban Muslims, 
we then see the word fas¬ 


cism spike,” he said. 
Lookups of racism were 
high all year but had two 
noticeable spikes, one 
after the South Carolina 
church shootings and an¬ 
other amid the University 
of Missouri protests. 
Sokolowski, a lexicogra¬ 
pher by training, said one 
spike in lookups for femi¬ 
nism came in April and 
corresponded with re¬ 
ports on an Ohio middle 
school student who wore 
a T-shirt with the word 
printed on it in a school 
photo, only to have it 
digitally blacked out by 
school administrators. The 
school later apologized. 
Reports on Caitlyn Jenner, 
Amy Schumer and Hillary 
Clinton all included dis¬ 
cussion of feminism, as did 
reviews of the film “Mad 
Max: Fury Road" and 
chaffer about previews 
of “Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens.” 

In addition, Emma Wat¬ 
son’s 2014 UN speech 
made the news again 
twice this year; first for in¬ 
spiring Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Malala Yousafzai 
to call herself a feminist in 
a viral video, and again 
when it was revealed that 
Watson was asked not 
to use the word at all in 
the speech, Sokolowski 
noted. The word social¬ 
ism has Bernie Sanders to 
thank for its popularity. 
“The big spikes have 
been associated with the 
fact that we have a presi¬ 
dential candidate who 
identifies as a Democrat¬ 
ic Socialist," Sokolowski 
said. “We saw that even 
though socialism was in 
the Top 10 of the most 
looked-up words in the 
whole history of the site, 
it increased in a spike be¬ 
ginning in late July when 
Bernie Sanders had a mul¬ 
ticity rally that was orga¬ 
nized through social me¬ 
dia and attracted about 
100,000 people in 3,000 
communities or more 
around the country." 

In October, lookups for so¬ 
cialism spiked again dur¬ 
ing the first Democratic 
debate featuring Sanders 
and Clinton. □

Consumer prices unchanged but core inflation moves up

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

consumer prices were un¬ 
changed in November 
as declines in energy and 
food held down overall 
costs. But core inflation was 
up 2 percent over the 12 
months ending in Novem¬ 
ber. That was the fastest 
pace in more than a year 
and the kind of increase 
Fed officials want to see to 
justify the start of a round of 
interest rate increases. The 
flat reading for consumer 
prices last month followed 
a modest 0.2 percent in¬ 
crease in October and 
outright declines in August 
and September, the Labor 
Department reported Tues¬ 
day. Core inflation, which 
excludes energy and food, 
was up 0.2 percent in No¬ 
vember and has risen 2 
percent over the past 12 
months, the fastest gain 
since a similar 2 percent 
rise for the 12 months end¬ 
ing in May 2014. Over the 
past year, overall inflation 
has risen just 0.5 percent. 
Overall prices are being 
held back by a sharp fall in 
energy costs and a stronger 
dollar, which makes imports 
cheaper. Fed Chair Janet 
Yellen has said she expects 
both of those impacts will 
soon start to fade and be¬ 
cause of that she expects 
overall inflation will start ris¬ 
ing back to the Fed’s 2 per¬ 
cent target. Private econo¬ 
mists said Fed officials, who 
were holding their final 
meeting of the year on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, 
are likely to use the rise in 
core prices as justification to 
support a quarter-point rate 
hike at this meeting, the first 
rate increase in nearly a de¬ 
cade. Paul Ashworth, chief 
U.S. economist at Capital 
Economics, said he expects 
rising inflation will prompt 


the Fed to raise its key inter¬ 
est rate to near 2 percent 
by this time next year. This 
rate has been at a record 
low near zero for the past 
seven years. Other econo¬ 
mists are predicting a much 
more gradual rise in rates of 
less than half that amount 
to around 1 percent for 
the Fed's benchmark fed¬ 
eral funds rate. Overall en¬ 
ergy costs fell 1.3 percent 
in November, led by a 2.4 
percent drop in gasoline 
pump prices, the third de¬ 
cline in gasoline costs in the 
past four months. Nation¬ 
wide gas prices now stand 
at $2.01 per gallon, ac¬ 
cording to AAA’s Daily Fuel 
Gauge. That is down from 
$2.56 a year ago. In some 
parts of the country, gas is 
already below $2 per gal¬ 
lon. Food costs retreated 
0.1 percent in November, 
the first monthly decline 
since March. The price of 
meats, poultry, fish and 
eggs dropped for the third 
month in a row.Meanwhile, 
prices rose in some catego¬ 
ries. Medical care climbed 
0.4 percent, and airline 
fares grew 1.2 percent. 
Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, said the 
increase in medical costs 
reflected in part a jump 
in the cost of health insur¬ 
ance, with premiums up 
3.6 percent over the past 
12 months, compared to a 
1 percent drop in premium 
costs for the 12 months end¬ 
ing in November 2014. Jen¬ 
nifer Lee, senior economist 
at BMO Capital Economics, 
said the low overall infla¬ 
tion would not stop the Fed 
from starting to raise interest 
rates, given the long-held 
view that if the Fed waits 
to start raising interest rates 
until inflation becomes a 
problem, then it will have 
waited too long.Q

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Saudi Arabia creates Islamic bloc to fight terror groups

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) 
— Projecting its ambition 
for regional leadership, 
Saudi Arabia said Tuesday 
it has lined up most of the 
Arab world, NATO member 
Turkey and several African 
and Asian countries behind 
a vaguely defined “Islamic 
military alliance” against 
terrorists. 

The move allows the king¬ 
dom, which follows a 
deeply conservative inter¬ 
pretation of Islam, to cast 
itself as a leader in the fight 
against extremism. 

But absent from the alli¬ 
ance are the Shiite-led 
countries of Iran and Iraq, 
as well as Syria, whose gov¬ 
ernment is backed by Teh¬ 
ran. And that omission rais¬ 
es questions about whether 
the 34-member bloc is pri¬ 
marily intended to present 
a unified front against ex¬ 
tremists — or to also serve 
as a Sunni deterrent to Iran, 
Saudi Arabia’s main region¬ 
al rival. 

Riyadh supports rebels 
fighting to overthrow Syrian 
President Bashar Assad and 
has been leading an Arab 
coalition against Iran-sup¬ 
ported Shiite Houthi rebels 
in Yemen since March. It is 
also part of the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition fighting Islamic State 
militants in Syria and Iraq. 
The announcement on 


state media said the Saudi- 
led alliance is being estab¬ 
lished because terrorism 
“should be fought by all 
means." 

Deputy Crown Prince and 
Defense Minister Moham¬ 
med bin Salman said at 
a rare news conference 
that the bloc will develop 
mechanisms for working 
with other countries and 
international bodies to sup¬ 
port counterterrorism ef¬ 
forts. 

Their efforts would not be 
limited to countering the 


Islamic State group, he 
added. 

Though few defails were 
given, the statement said 
the alliance would not just 
be countering Sunni ex¬ 
tremists but protecting Mus¬ 
lim nations from all terrorists 
“whatever their doctrine.” 
When asked if this meant 
the alliance would also 
counter Shiite militants, the 
Saudi defense minister re¬ 
plied the coalition would 
fight terrorist groups “re¬ 
gardless of their categori¬ 
zation," particularly in Syria 


and Iraq, where he said 
there will be cooperation 
with the international com¬ 
munity. 

The U.S. and its allies have 
trained militarily with the 
Gulf states and other 
friendly countries in the re¬ 
gion for years, encouraging 
them to work more closely 
together. 

Last year, Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf states joined the 
U.S. in carrying out airstrikes 
in Syria against the Islamic 
State, also known as ISIS 
and ISIL. Many of the Arab 


countries in the new Saudi- 
led coalition are part of that 
existing alliance against IS, 
though their contributions 
have waned since March, 
with Gulf efforts diverted to 
the Yemen offensive. 

The Saudi endeavor ap¬ 
peared to catch some in 
Washington off-guard. A 
senior defense official said 
fhe U.S. did not know in ad¬ 
vance about the plan for 
fhe alliance and that of¬ 
ficials were working to find 
ouf details. The official was 
not authorized to discuss 
the matter publicly and 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity. 

U.S. Defense Secretary 
Ash Carter, visiting Incer- 
lik Air Base in Turkey, said: 
“In general, at least, it ap¬ 
pears that it’s very much 
aligned with something 
that we’ve been urging for 
quite some time, which is 
greater involvement in the 
campaign to combat ISIL 
by Sunni Arab countries." 
White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest said the alli¬ 
ance wouldn’t be a substi¬ 
tute or a replacement for 
fhe U.S.-led coalition fight¬ 
ing IS militants, noting the 
Saudi effort was intended 
to focus on broader targets. 
The Saudis have made “im¬ 
portant contributions" to 
the anti-IS coalition led by 
Washington, “and we an¬ 
ticipate that they will con¬ 
tinue to do so,” he said. □ 


Dozens killed, hurt in airstrikes on fuel market in Syria

BEIRUT (AP) — Airstrikes on a 
fuel market in a rebel-held 
village in northern Syria 
killed and wounded dozens 
on Tuesday and destroyed 
several tanker trucks, two 
Syrian opposition monitor¬ 
ing groups reported. 
Opposition activists said 
warplanes also struck a 


popular market in the north¬ 
ern village of Maskaneh 
that is under the control of 
the Islamic State group, kill¬ 
ing at least 18 people and 
wounding many others. 
Itwas not immediately clear 
whose warplanes carried 
out the strikes, although 
the monitoring groups said 
the Russians targeted both 
markets. 


The fuel market in the vil¬ 
lage of Maaret al-Naasan 
mostly sells diesel brought 
from areas under the con¬ 
trol of fhe Islamic State 
group. The airstrikes on the 
market are likely part of a 
campaign to target the oil 
trade that is a major source 
of income for IS. The ex¬ 
tremist group controls near¬ 
ly half of Syria. 


Russian warplanes as well 
as those of the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition have destroyed hun¬ 
dreds of tanker trucks that 
are used to ferry oil from 
fields under the control of 
IS in eastern Syria to other 
parts of the country. The 
warplanes have also struck 
oil facilities in the eastern 
province of Deir el-Zour in 
recent weeks. 


The Local Coordination 
Committees said Tuesday’s 
airstrikes on Maaret al-Na- 
asan were carried out by 
Russian warplanes and that 
they killed and wounded 
dozens of people. 

The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights said the airstrikes 
killed 16 and wounded 
dozens more.

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Eu¬

“This is a safety net, which 
like all safety nets, we 
hope will never need to be 
used,” European Commis¬ 
sion Vice President Frans 
Timmermans told EU law¬ 
makers on Tuesday. 

The plan is contentious be¬ 
cause it requires countries 
to surrender some of their 
sovereignty — something 
many have viscerally op¬ 
posed so far — and it’s un¬ 
clear whether the scheme 
will win enough backing 
among the bloc’s 28 mem¬ 
bers to pass. EU leaders will 
discuss it for the first time at 
a two-day summit begin¬ 
ning Thursday. 

The proposal is just the start 
of a potentially long and 
divisive legislative process. 
Still, the EU has planned a 
2016 budget for the agen¬ 
cy of 238 million euros ($260 


million).According to the 
International Organization 
for Migration, more than 
920,000 people have en¬ 
tered the EU so far this year. 
The influx has overwhelmed 
national border guards 
and reception capacities, 
notably in Greece, where 
some 770,000 migrants 
have arrived, most of them 
from Turkey. 

Greece has struggled to 
respond, sparking anger 
among its European part¬ 
ners as unregistered mi¬ 
grants move further north. 
The border and coast guard 
would monitor EU borders 
to the outside world — like 
Greece's — and have the 
right to send border guards, 
ships, planes or other assets 
when a country is unable 
or unwilling to enforce bor¬ 
der laws. □ 


Greece: 

New austerity bill changing loan rules approved 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greek lawmakers on Tues¬ 
day approved legislation 
granting the right to sell 
bad business loans from lo¬ 
cal banks to overseas funds 
as part of a new austerity 
bill demanded by bailout 
lenders from the rest of the 
eurozone. 

All 153 members of Prime 
Minister Alexis Tsipras' left- 
led coalition voted in fa¬ 
vor of the draft legislation, 
while all 138 opposition 
lawmakers present reject¬ 
ed it, and nine were absent 
from the vote. 

The changes will only af¬ 
fect larger businesses and 
follow months of pressure 
from lenders as the number 
of non-performing loans 


in the Greek market rose 
above 40 percent. 

The legislation was set as a 
condition for the release of 
the next loan installment of 
1 billion euros ($1.1 billion). 
Other provisions in the bill 
include a new pay scale 
for civil servants, while plans 
to partially privatize the na¬ 
tional power grid operator, 
ADMIE, were delayed until 
next year. 

Labor unions, which op¬ 
pose the reforms, staged 
two separate, peaceful 
protest marches in central 
Athens late Tuesday. Near¬ 
ly 2,000 people in total par¬ 
ticipated. 

Tsipras' coalition, which 
suffered the defection of 
two lawmakers in a previ¬ 


ous vote on creditor-de¬ 
manded reforms, still faces 
a major hurdle next month, 
when the government has 
pledged to legislate un¬ 
popular pension reforms 
and hikes in taxation for 
farmers. 

Greece has depended on 
international rescue loans 
since it nearly went bank¬ 
rupt in 2010. Tsipras first 
came to power in January, 
pledging to reverse resent¬ 
ed austerity measures cred¬ 
itors sought in return for the 
loans, but he was forced a 
few months later to sign yet 
another bailout with further 
tough cutbacks. Neverthe¬ 
less, he won a second four- 
year term in early elections 
held in September.Q

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Brazilian police search house speaker's homes in graft probe

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Brazil’s federal police car¬ 
ried out sweeping raids 
Tuesday in the homes and 


offices of top political fig¬ 
ures ensnared in a massive 
corruption investigation. 
Among the targets was 
the speaker of the nation's 
lower house, who earlier 
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this month introduced im¬ 
peachment proceedings 
against President Dilma 
Rousseff. Dep. Eduardo 
Cunha is a bitter nemesis 
of Rousseff and faces fed¬ 
eral charges of corruption 
for allegedly accepting 
at least $5 million in bribes 
linked to a sprawling kick- 
back scandal at state-run 
oil company Petrobras. 

As speaker of the house, 
Cunha had the power to 
allow the impeachment 
process against the presi¬ 
dent to begin. Her govern¬ 
ment is accused of fiscal 
irregularities by using funds 
from state-run banks to 
cover budget gaps. 

Cunha for months has 
been the leader’s biggest 
congressional roadblock 
to passing austerity mea¬ 
sures to jumpstart the mori¬ 
bund economy and other 
legislation. 

The push against Cunha 
and several high-ranking 
members of his power¬ 
ful party, which is split into 
pro- and anti-Rousseff 
camps despite serving as 
the ruling Workers’ Party’s 
strongest coalition partner 
since it took power in 2003, 
is seen as a political boost 
for Rousseff. 

“This weakens the whole 
impeachment process be¬ 
cause there will be even 


more fragmentation in 
Congress,” said Francisco 
Fonseca, a political sci¬ 
ence professor at the Ger- 
tulio Vargas Foundation 
university in Sao Paulo. 
Fonseca noted that pro¬ 
tests this past weekend 
that called for Rousseff’s 
impeachment were far 
weaker than previous ral¬ 
lies against her, and that 
while “the economy might 
be affected by the political 
turmoil in the short run ... it’s 
important to show that Bra¬ 
zilian institutions” like feder¬ 
al police and prosecutors 
are independently doing 
their jobs, regardless of the 
poisonous political atmo¬ 
sphere. Cunha, who told 
reporters on Tuesday that 
he’s “totally innocent,” has 
said the millions investiga¬ 
tors found in Swiss bank ac¬ 
counts and linked to him 
was made through busi¬ 
ness dealings, was not the 
only figure caught up in 
the raids, which saw police 
confiscating phones, com¬ 
puters, documents and 
other items but as yet not 
arresting anyone. 

Also targeted were two 
government ministers and 
a senator from Cunha’s 
Brazil Democratic Move¬ 
ment Party, known as the 
PMDB. Rousseff's Vice Pres¬ 
ident Michel Temer is the 


head of the PMDB and, 
should she be impeached, 
would take the presidency. 
Cunha's fate as speaker 
of the lower house is being 
determined by an ethics 
committee of that body, 
which may rule this week 
on whether he should step 
down. Speaking in Brasilia, 
Cunha lashed out on Tues¬ 
day saying that the police 
action was prompted by 
his stand against Rous¬ 
seff, and that “everybody 
knows” that the Workers' 
Party “is responsible for this 
assault on Brazil, for the as¬ 
sault on Petrobras." 

Social Communications 
Minister Edinho Silva insist¬ 
ed “this has nothing to do 
with party politics.” 

“This tends to raise the po¬ 
litical instability,” he ac¬ 
knowledged, speaking 
at a news conference. 
“That is never positive. But 
these facts have to be in¬ 
vestigated.” Meanwhile, 
the Supreme Court could 
rule this week on the le¬ 
gality of how a special 
impeachment commit¬ 
tee was formed last week 
in the House of Deputies. 
By Cunha’s decree, it was 
created without any de¬ 
bate and by secret ballot, 
and so far its members are 
predominantly in favor of 
impeaching RousseffO 


Colombia: 

Rebels take another step toward ending conflict 


HAVANA (AP) — Colom¬ 
bia's government and 
the country's largest rebel 
group are taking another 
major step toward reach¬ 
ing a peace deal. 
Negotiators from two sides 
say they’ve successfully fin¬ 
ished talks on how to ad¬ 
dress the needs of 6 million 
victims of the half-century 
conflict. Measures include 


reparations and the re¬ 
building of infrastructure in 
communities most dam¬ 
aged by fighting. 

With Monday's announce¬ 
ment, there's a single un¬ 
settled issue: How mem¬ 
bers of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
will demobilize in order for 
both sides to reach a final 
deal. 


Momentum to conclude 
the 3-year-old talks has 
been building since Sep¬ 
tember, when President 
Juan Manuel Santos and 
FARC leader Rodrigo 
Londono announced an 
agreement on how to pun¬ 
ish rebels who confess war 
crimes. Details of that ac¬ 
cord were also unveiled 
Tuesday.□

Triumphant Return for Cuban Baseball Defectors Puig, Abreu

HAVANA (AP) — A lineup 
of Cuban-born baseball 
stars, including some of the 
most famous defectors in 
recent memory, made a 
triumphant return Tuesday 
as part of the first Major 
League Baseball trip to the 
island since 1999. 

Long the object of official 
disdain in Cuba for leav¬ 


ing the country illegally, Los 
Angeles Dodgers outfielder 
Yasiel Puig, White Sox first 
baseman Jose Abreu and 
shortstop Alexei Ramirez 
and St. Louis Cardinals 
catcher Brayan Pena were 
swarmed by star-struck fans 
and members of the state 
media in the lobby of Ha¬ 
vana's soaring Hotel Nacio¬ 
nal at the start of a three- 
day mission meant to warm 


relations between MLB and 
Cuba. The high-profile, of¬ 
ficial return of baseball de¬ 
fectors earning tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars a year in the 
Major Leagues was a land¬ 
mark in Cuba’s relationship 
with the hundreds of play¬ 
ers who have abandoned 
their country that trained 
them. The trip is part of a 
rapid warming in relations 
between the Major League 


and Cuban baseball that 
has taken place since 
Presidents Barack Obama 
and Raul Castro declared 
a year ago Thursday that 
they were moving to re¬ 
establishment diplomatic 
relations. Puig, who fled 
to Mexico in a smuggler’s 
fast-boat in 2012 and then 
crossed the border to Tex¬ 
as, wrapped his childhood 
coach Juan Arechavaleta 


in a bear-hug, resting the 
side of his face atop the 
smaller man’s head. 

“I’m very happy to be 
here,” said Puig, who 
signed a seven-year, $42 
million contract and was 
barred from returning to 
Cuba until he was granted 
special permission for this 
week's trip.

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Beckham scores 2 TDs to help Giants beat Dolphins 31-24

MIAMI GARDENS, Florida 
(AP) — The New York Gi¬ 
ants forged a three-way 
tie atop the NFC East divi¬ 
sion by winning 31-24 at Mi¬ 
ami on Monday, with Odell 
Beckham Jr.’s 84-yard 
touchdown reception put¬ 
ting the visitors ahead to 
stay with 11 minutes to go. 
New York quarterback Eli 
Manning completed 27 
of 31 passes for 337 yards 
and four scores. His passer 
rating of 151.5 was his high¬ 
est since 2009. The Giants 
(6-7) broke a three-game 
losing streak and are tied 
with Washington and Phila¬ 
delphia for the lead in the 
mediocre division. 

The Dolphins (5-8) were 
mathematically eliminated 
from the playoff race, ex¬ 
tending their postseason 
drought to a franchise- 
worst seven consecu¬ 
tive years. The Dolphins 
topped 20 points for the 
first time since October, 
but couldn’t keep up with 
Beckham, who had seven 
catches for 166 yards and 
two scores. The 100-yard 


game was his sixth in a row, 
a Giants record. 

Beckham missed one series 


when he went to the lock¬ 
er room due to cramping, 
but didn’t let that slow him 


down. And with the score 
24-24, he took advantage 
of broken coverage to 


score the go-ahead touch¬ 
down. 

Cornerback Jamar Taylor 
and seldom-used safety 
Shamiel Gary were the 
closest defenders, but 
Manning hit Beckham in 
stride at midfield and he 
sprinted to the end zone 
for his 12th TD this year. 
Earlier, Beckham made a 
45-yard reception to set up 
a touchdown and had a 
5-yard scoring catch. The 
latter pass was initially ruled 
incomplete because Beck¬ 
ham was out of bounds, 
but the decision was over¬ 
turned by a replay review 
that made the score 24-24. 
His final catch, a diving 
grab on third down at mid- 
field, sealed fhe victory 
with less than two minutes 
left. Miami quarterback 
Ryan Tannehill threw for 
236 yards and wenf deep 
to Kenny Stills tor a 47-yard 
score that had put Miami 
ahead 24-17. But Tannehill 
overthrew an open Landry 
with his team trailing and 
less than five minutes to 
go.Q 


Shiffrin unsure how long she will be out with injury

Over the next few weeks, 
Mikaela Shiffrin will slalom 
between rest and rehab. 
Usually so fast on a race 
course, the Olympic and 
world slalom champion is 
taking things at a much 
slower pace as she recov¬ 


ers from a torn knee liga¬ 
ment and painful bone 
bruise. There's no timeta¬ 
ble for her return to skiing, 
either. But there is some 
promising news: She won't 
need surgery. Just rest. Lots 
and lots of rest after tear¬ 
ing the medial collateral 
ligament in her right knee 


during a wipeout while 
preparing for a giant sla¬ 
lom last Saturday in Are, 
Sweden. “I know lots of 
people are anxious to pre¬ 
dict when I might return 
to skiing and then racing, 
but we just don't have any 
crystal balls,” Shiffrin post¬ 
ed Tuesday on Instagram. 


“I will work as hard as possi¬ 
ble, take it week by week.” 
Don’t write off her return 
this season just yet. There’s 
still a possibility the skier 
from Eagle-Vail, Colorado, 
returns to the slopes, may¬ 
be even for the World Cup 
Finals in March. Now that 
would be quite a birthday 
present for Shiffrin, who 
turns 21 on March 13. 
“Frankly, we have not talk¬ 
ed about (a return) at all 
yet as it simply depends on 
how fast it'll heal and you 
never really know with a 
bone bruise how long that 
will take,” Shiffrin’s manag¬ 
er, Kilian Albrecht, told The 
Associated Press. “You can 
only take it week by week 


first, and then day by day. 
“Obviously, there is hope 
that she can return as the 
season is still pretty long. 
But unfortunately all of the 
tech races are now, which 
is not good as she will for 
sure miss a lot of the races.” 
Shiffrin was hurt when she 
crashed during a free ski¬ 
ing session on the compe¬ 
tition hill. Albrecht said she 
basically flipped over and 
into the net. She flew back 
to Colorado for more tesfs 
on her knee.

Pena, who is from Havana, 
was met by at least 20 fam¬ 
ily members, who laughed 
at stories of the catcher’s 
life in America and hand¬ 
ed him the phone to talk to 
relatives who hadn't been 
able to make it. 

The players will hold two 
days of youth clinics while 
league and Major League 
Baseball Players Associa¬ 
tion executives talk busi¬ 
ness with their Cuban 
counterparts, including 
former President Fidel Cas¬ 
tro's son Tony, one of the 
most powerful men in Cu¬ 
ban baseball. 

League officials said they 
were optimistic about seal¬ 
ing a deal by early next 
year for the Tampa Bay 
Rays to play two spring 
training games in Cuba. 
They also hope to make 
progress in creating a legal 
route for Cuban players to 
make their way to the Ma¬ 
jor League. 

“It’s the goal of our com¬ 
missioner and our owners 
to ultimately negotiate 
with the Cuban Baseball 
Federation and with the 
cooperation of the U.S. 
government and the Cu¬ 
ban government a safe 
and legal path for Cuban 
baseball players who de¬ 
sire to play Major League 
Baseball to reach the Ma¬ 
jor Leagues,” Dan Halem, 
MLB’s top lawyer, told a 
press conference covered 
by what appeared to be 
virtually every state news¬ 
paper, radio and television 
station in Cuba. 

Cuban television avoids 
games featuring defectors 
but fans watch their idols’ 
performances on pirated 
recordings distributed on 
computer USB drivers. A 
group of fans who gath¬ 
ered in the lobby of the 
Nacional waiting for the 
Cuban stars to pass by said 
the defectors’ return to 
Cuba filled them with op¬ 
timism about the future of 
the sport in Cuba. 

“I see it as a big step for¬ 
ward in baseball in gen¬ 
eral,” said Gustavo Fer¬ 
nandez, a 21-year-old 
sculptor. “I think we’ll see 
better facilities here, play¬ 
ers' contracts with other 
leagues, relations with Ma¬ 


jor League Baseball." 

U.S. teams played spring 
training games in Cuba be¬ 
fore Castro's revolution but 
none appeared here from 
March 1959 until the Balti¬ 
more Orioles faced Cuba’s 
national team in Havana 
in March 1999. MLB has not 
returned since. 

Under Fidel Castro, a pas¬ 
sionate baseball fan who 
saw sports as an expres¬ 
sion of national glory, de¬ 
fectors were barred from 
returning. Most were ban¬ 
ished from official memory, 
never mentioned on Cu¬ 
ban television even as they 
made headlines on U.S. 
sports pages. 

Castro’s brother and suc¬ 
cessor, President Raul Cas¬ 
tro, has eased the treat¬ 
ment of players who leave 
as part of a broader eas¬ 
ing of social controls. That 
included the 2013 removal 
of a required exit permit for 
all Cubans, except those 
considered essential to the 
country. 

Some Major League play¬ 
ers have been allowed 
back on low-key trips to 
see family. A few oth¬ 
ers, like star infielder Yoan 
Moncada, have received 
permission from Cuban au¬ 
thorities to depart legally to 
start careers in the United 
States. Moncada won a 
$31.5 million signing bonus 
with the Boston Red Sox in 
March. 

Players sneaked off Cu¬ 
ba’s coast by smugglers in 
powerboats are a different 
matter. Their illegal depar¬ 
tures have been treated 
until now as deep betray¬ 
als of the socialist system. 
Many have been banned 
from returning for eight 
years, like other Cubans 
who leave illegally. 

Peter Bjarkman, author 
of the upcoming book 
“Cuba’s Baseball Defec¬ 
tors: The Inside Story,” said 
that he had counted 102 
national-level players who 
had left Cuba this year, 
nearly a third of all those 
who have departed since 
1980. It’s part of a broader 
wave of Cuban emigration 
sparked by the fear that 
the U.S. will cancel special 
Cold War-era privileges 
for Cubans as part of the 
broader warming with the 
island.Q

Rondo was suspended one 
game by the NBA for di¬ 
recting a derogatory and 
offensive term toward a 
referee in the Kings’ game 
against Boston in Mexico 
on Dec. 3. Rondo apolo¬ 
gized Monday and the 
Kings said his comments 
were disrespectful and of¬ 
fensive. 

Kennedy is in his 18th sea¬ 
son as an NBA official, hav¬ 
ing worked more than 1,050 
regular-season games and 
five in the NBA Finals. 

“I wholeheartedly support 
Bill’s decision to live his life 
proudly and openly,” NBA 
Commissioner Adam Sil¬ 
ver said in a statement. 
“Throughout his 18-year 
career with the league. Bill 
has excelled as a referee 
because of his passion, 
dedication and courage.

pork products is detrimental 
to people in all blood 
groups.

The nutrition 
facts for pumpkin per serving 
is: 286 calories, 13 grams total 
fat, 4 g saturated fat, 86 mg 
cholesterol, 120 mg sodium, 
38 g carbohydrate, 2 grams 
of fiber, 7 grams protein, 
130% vitamin A, 9% vitamin 
C, 7% calcium, 13% iron. Did 
you notice the blood building 
qualities of pumpkin? Only 
people with blood group B 
cannot enjoy this delicious 
and nutritious vegetable. In 
Aruba, pumpkin soup is a 
specialty. If I am lucky Amy 
might bake me a pumpkin 
pie, yum!

British officials 
make arrest in 
VTech hacking 

NEW YORK (AP) — Police in 
the UK say they've made 
an arrest in the hacking 
of kids' technology maker 
VTech, which compro¬ 
mised the personal infor¬ 
mation of more than 6 mil¬ 
lion children around the 
world. 

The South East Regional 
Organised Crime Unit, a 
regional task force made 
up of a handful of English 
police departments, says 
a 21-year-old man was ar¬ 
rested on hacking-related 
charges Tuesday morning 
in Bracknell, a town about 
30 miles west of London. 
Police seized a number of 
electronic items that will 
be examined by a cyber¬ 
crime forensics unit. The 
hacking of Hong Kong- 
based VTech Holdings Ltd. 
compromised the profiles 
of 6.4 million kids around 
the world, along with the 
4.9 million parent accounts 
that they were connected 
to. 

Firms vow hate 
speech deleted 
within 24 hours 

BERLIN (AP) — Facebook, 
Google and Twitter have 
agreed to delete hate 
speech deemed illegal in 
Germany within 24 hours. 
The move follows pressure 
from German authorities 
concerned about the in¬ 
creasing volume of racist 
abuse being posted on 
social networking sites. In 
a joint statement Tuesday, 
the Justice Ministry and the 
three companies said that 
it will become easier for us¬ 
ers and anti-racism groups 
to flag hate speech. □

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Cortana’s learning the 
neighborhood. Google’s 
digital assistant can’t tell 
a joke. And Siri apparently 
has a thing for the metric 
system. 

Those are just a few of 
the things I learned after 
staging a face-off for the 
three leading digital as¬ 
sistants. Apple’s Siri and 
“OK Google" — they’re 
not big on personifica¬ 
tion at Google — are now 
standard on smartphones; 
Microsoft recently added 
its Cortana service to Win¬ 
dows 10, so it works on PCs, 
too. 

Now that just about any¬ 
one can talk to their phone 
or computer, we wanted 
to see what happens when 
you try. 

Unsurprisingly, none of the 
assistants is perfect. Sur¬ 
prisingly, they do have dis¬ 
tinct personalities, even if 
they’re just deliberate arti¬ 
facts of their creators. 

I asked the same 10 ques¬ 
tions of each service, using 
an iPhone with Siri, a Nexus 
phone with Android’s “OK 
Google" and a Microsoft 
Surface Pro tablet with 
Cortana. 

INFORMATION PLEASE 

First up: Some basic fac¬ 
tual questions. All three did 
pretty well when asked, 
“What’s it like outside?” 
Cortana earned extra 
points for answering with 
a spoken weather report. 
Google and Siri each 
showed a screen image 
that listed current condi¬ 
tions and a forecast. 

All three supplied Presi¬ 
dent Obama’s age. When 
asked “What’s his wife’s 
name?” they all remem¬ 
bered that the question re¬ 
ferred to the president, and 
correctly identified the First 


Lady: Michelle Obama. 
Similarly, they all knew the 
length of the Golden Gate 
Bridge. But for some rea¬ 
son, Siri answered in meters, 
while Cortana and Google 
stuck to feet. 

AT YOUR SERVICE 

Next came more compli¬ 
cated tasks, like finding the 
nearest pharmacy. Google 
and Siri listed three within a 
half-mile (800 meters) of The 
Associated Press bureau in 
downtown San Francisco. 
But neither mentioned the 
drug store on the ground 
floor of the building where 
the bureau is located. Cor¬ 
tana did. 

Ever feel like ducking work 
to catch an afternoon 
movie? (Shhh! Don’t tell my 
editor.) All three assistants 
had local movie listings at 
their digital fingertips. But 
Siri led off with a new re¬ 
lease at a theater just half 
a mile from the AP bureau. 
With a couple of taps, Siri 
had opened Fandango, 
an app that lets you buy 


tickets online. 

Google also connected 
with Fandango. Cortana 
had more trouble; Micro¬ 
soft lags behind Apple and 
Google in the number of 
apps that work with its soft¬ 
ware, and I couldn’t get 
the right Fandango app to 
load on a Surface tablet. 

JUST FOR LAUGHS 

Finally, a personality test. I 
challenged each to tell a 
joke. Siri had the best an¬ 
swer: “If I told you a joke in 
my language, I’d have to 
explain it.” 

Then I tried the famous line 
from “2001: A Space Od¬ 
yssey” in which astronaut 
Dave Bowman tells the 
ship’s computer: “Open 
the pod bay doors." Corta¬ 
na knows the right answer: 
“I’m sorry Dave. I'm afraid I 
can't do that.” But Siri had 
a better one: “Doesn’t any¬ 
body knock anymore?” 

To be clear, these aren’t 
the witty rejoinders of some 
artificial intelligence. The 
creators of Siri and Cortana 


thought it would be fun to 
pre-load each service with 
humorous answers to pre¬ 
dictable questions. 

Google doesn’t bother 
with such frills. Sticking to its 
search-engine roots, “OK 
Google” answered the 
“2001" question by silently 
presenting a series of Inter¬ 
net links, starting with one 
for a YouTube clip from the 
movie. 

Likewise, when asked 
about the meaning of life, 
Siri and Cortana were both 
ready with a quip. Google 
just recited a dry definition 
that only a biologist could 
love: “Life is the condition 
that distinguishes animals 
and plants from inorganic 
matter...." 

FINAL SCORE 

All three services are good 
on factual questions. 
Siri’s programmers have 
the best sense of humor. 
Google stays focused on 
the task at hand. And Cor¬ 
tana is quickly catching up 
to both of them. □ 
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Wall Street posts biggest gain in a week

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
posted their biggest gains 
in more than a week Tues¬ 
day, led by rising energy 
companies and banks. 

The market was higher all 
day, building on a late gain 
the day before. The Stan¬ 
dard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose for the second day 
in a row, something that 
hadn't happened since 
early November. Energy 
stocks rose as the price of 
crude oil jumped 3 per¬ 
cent, and banks moved 
higher a day ahead of an 
expected rate increase by 
the Federal Reserve. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average added 156.41 
points, or 0.9 percent, to 
17,524.91. The S&P 500 in¬ 
creased 21.47 points, or 1.1 
percent, to 2,043.41. The 
Nasdaq composite index 
gained 43.13 points, or 0.9 
percent, to 4,995.36. 

Stocks have been on a 
bumpy ride ever since a 
six-week winning streak 
ended in early Novem¬ 


on the economy, many 
expect the Fed to begin 
returning borrowing costs 
back toward normal levels 
with its first interest rate in¬ 
crease in nine years. 

The government said early 
Tuesday that prices for a va¬ 
riety of goods and services 
rose last month, including 
plane tickets and medical 
care. Overall prices were 
unchanged from last year 
because food and energy 
prices are weak, but “core 
inflation,” which leaves out 
energy and food, rose 0.2 
percent. That’s the best re¬ 
sult in more than a year. 
Michelle Girard, chief U.S. 
economist for RBS, said the 
reassuring signal on infla¬ 
tion should remove any last 
barriers to the Fed to raise 
rates. The inflation report 
gave the Fed “a green 
light to take action tomor¬ 
row,” Girard said. The Fed's 
key short-term interest rate 
has been near zero for sev¬ 
en years. 

Energy stocks were the 
top-performing sector as 
U.S. crude rose $1.04, or 2.9 


on Mobil had its best day 
since late August. Its shares 
jumped $3.40, or 4.5 per¬ 
cent, to $79.43. Offshore 
drillers Ensco added $1.21, 
or 8 percent, to $16.40 and 
Transocean rose 74 cents, 
or 5.9 percent, to $13.38. 
Natural gas continued to 
tumble. Its price gas slid 
7.2 cents, or 3.8 percent, 
to $1,822 per 1,000 cubic 
feet. That’s the lowest price 
since March 1999, not ad¬ 
justing for inflation. Indus¬ 
trial demand for natural 
gas has been weak, and 
the warm weather means 
most Americans haven’t 
needed as much heat for 
their homes as they usually 
do this time of year. 

In other energy trading, 
wholesale gasoline fell 1.1 
cents, or 0.9 percent, to 
$1.2444 a gallon and heat¬ 
ing oil rose 1.9 cents, or 1.7 
percent, to $1.147 a gallon. 
Bank stocks climbed as in¬ 
vestors anticipated that 
higher interest rates would 
help banks become more 
profitable by charging 
more for loans. JPMorgan

Valeant in new distribution 
deal with Walgreens group

Valeant Pharmaceuticals 
has a new distribution deal 
with Walgreens, sending 
shares of fhe beleaguered 
Canadian drug company 
up sharply in morning trad¬ 
ing. The company said 
Tuesday that the agree¬ 
ment will help to lower 
the prices of its branded 
prescription-based derma¬ 
tological and ophthalmo- 
logical products by 10 per¬ 
cent. The reduced pricing 
will apply to the wholesale 
list prices of fhe products 
and be phased in over the 
next six to nine months. The 
deal also covers over-the- 
counter products made 
by Valeant Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals International Inc. The 
deal will allow consumers 
to get Valeant’s dermatol¬ 
ogy and ophthalmology 
products — including Luzu 
and Zylet — at a lower out- 
of-pocket cost from more 
than 8,000 Walgreens U.S. 
retail pharmacy locations 
and participating indepen¬ 
dent retailers. Walgreens is 
the nation’s largest drug¬ 
store chain. The 20-year 
deal takes effect early next 
year. Patient advocates, 
doctors and Congressional 
leaders have attacked Va¬ 
leant and other drug com¬ 
panies like Turing Pharma¬ 
ceuticals for aggressively 
increasing prices on some 
prescripfion drugs. Crifics 
say the companies have 
exploited a system lack¬ 
ing in competition to hike 
prices for critically needed 
medicines. Valeant, in par¬ 
ticular, has taken criticism 
for its practice of buying 
smaller drug developers, 
hiking drug prices and 


then slashing spending on 
research into new drugs. 
The Laval, Quebec, com¬ 
pany drew the attention 
of Congress following its 
purchase of the life-sav¬ 
ing heart drugs Nitropress 
and Isuprel. The company 
jacked up prices on both 
drugs shortly after buying 
them from Marathon Phar¬ 
maceuticals in February, 
tripling one and raising the 
other sixfold. Those drugs 
were not mentioned in 
Tuesday’s announcement 
regarding price reductions, 
but the companies said 
they hope to expand their 
agreement “over time” to 
include other therapeutic 
areas. In October, Valeant 
cut ties with the mail-order 
pharmacy Philidor, saying 
that it had lost confidence 
in fhe company’s opera¬ 
tions. That followed accu¬ 
sations from the short seller 
researcher firm Citron that 
Valeant used Philidor to 
create a network of “phan¬ 
tom pharmacies” to steer 
pharmacy benefit manag¬ 
ers toward Valeant's more 
expensive drugs, instead of 
lower-priced alternatives. 
Valeant had previously 
disclosed that it had pur¬ 
chased an option to buy 
Philidor, which it used to 
help deliver drugs more 
quickly to patients through 
the mail.

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UK astronaut Tim Peake puts space back on agenda in Britain

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
has decided to boldly go 
where others have gone 
before. 

More than half a century 
after Yuri Gagarin became 
the first human in orbit, the 
U.K. is experiencing a surge 
of space mania thanks to 
its first official astronaut — 
a soft-spoken pilot named 
Tim who will spend some 
of his six-month stint on the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion attempting to brew a 
decent cup of tea in zero 
gravity. 

Millions around the country 
paused in front of TVs and 
computer screens Tuesday 
to watch a Russian Soyuz 
spacecraft carrying Maj. 
Tim Peake and two other 
astronauts — Timothy Kopra 
of the United States and Yuri 
Malenchenko of Russia — 
blast off from Kazakhstan’s 
Baikonur Cosmodrome. The 
Soyuz spacecraft moored 
smoothly at 8:33 p.m. Mos¬ 
cow time (1733 GMT) at the 
International Space Station 


Tuesday about 6 V 2 hours af¬ 
ter lifting off from Baikonur 
launch pad in Kazakhstan. 
Peake, a 43-year-old for¬ 
mer army helicopter pilot, is 
not the first Briton in space. 


Helen Sharman visited Rus¬ 
sia's Mir space station in 
1991 on a privately backed 
mission and several British- 
born American citizens flew 
with NASA's space shuttle 


program. 

But Peake is Britain’s first 
publicly funded British as¬ 
tronaut and the first Briton 
to visit the International 
Space Station. The space¬ 
craft docked successfully 
at the space station rough¬ 
ly six hours after liftoff. 

For decades, cost-con¬ 
scious British governments 
declined to invest in human 
space flight, confining the 
U.K.’s space contribution to 
robotic missions. 

“The U.K. has taken an un¬ 
derstandably hard eco¬ 
nomic view of human 
space flight over the years 
and asked itself what it 
might be worth,” said Kevin 
Fong, an expert in space 
medicine who will explore 
how to survive in space in 
this year's Royal Institution 
Christmas science lectures. 
“The answer to that ques¬ 
tion is quite a lot, actually.” 
He said Peake’s voyage 
“has already inspired 
schoolchildren, and will go 
on to do so. But there’s a 
wider importance in show¬ 


ing that Britain is not done 
exploring yet.” 

The government has been 
raising Britain’s space as¬ 
pirations for several years. 
In 2010 it set up the U.K. 
Space Agency, which has 
a relatively modest budget 
of abouf 320 million pounds 
($485 million) a year. 

This week the Conservative 
government announced 
Britain’s first National Space 
Policy, which aims to cap¬ 
ture 10 percent of the glob¬ 
al space industry and cre¬ 
ate 100,000 high-tech jobs 
— though it’s unclear how 
these goals will be funded. 
Peake’s voyage has 
helped millions of Brifons re¬ 
discover an excited interest 
in outer space. 

One British reporter at a 
pre-launch press confer¬ 
ence told Peake that “you 
will be taking the pride and 
excitement of everybody 
back home, so much so 
that you probably won’t 
need any fuel to get into 
orbit."

NEW YORK (AP) — Howard 
Stern has signed a third five- 
year deal to keep his radio 
show at SiriusXM and will 
be expanding into video, 
allowing fans to see him do 
the show and have access 
to 30 years of his career 
highlights. Once radio’s 
ultimate shock jock. Stern 
at 61 has grown mellower 


and his show’s signature is 
becoming its in-depth in¬ 
terviews with celebrities like 
Bill Murray, Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow, Neil Young, Bradley 
Cooper, Madonna, Chris 
Rock and others. Terms 
were not disclosed, but 
since it includes a 12-year 
provision giving the com¬ 
pany control of Stern’s li¬ 
brary, it is likely well north of 
the $500 million deal Stern 


signed when he moved to 
satellite radio in 2006. Sirius 
is the house Stern built: a 
money-losing venture with 
600,000 subscribers when 
he signed, it merged with 
competitor XM in 2008 and 
now has 29 million subscrib¬ 
ers and annual revenue of 
$4.5 billion, with more than 
$1 billion in profits. Stern, 
on his show Tuesday, de¬ 
scribed the deal as a move 


into the future. “You’ll be 
able to get everything you 
want in audio and video — 
and then some," he said, 
as the music to “Star Trek" 
played in the background. 
More specific plans for 
Stern’s video will be an¬ 
nounced later. Stern works 
on his own channel Mon¬ 
day through Thursday from 
7 a.m. to 11 a.m., although 
some weeks he works three 


days. He has two satellite 
channels on Sirius. Stern in¬ 
creased his public profile 
as a judge on NBC's sum¬ 
mertime show, “America's 
Got Talent," but said in 
June that he was stopping 
that. Shares of SiriusXM 
Holdings Inc. rose 12 cents, 
or 3 percent, to $4.12 in 
morning trading. They are 
up almost 18 percent so far 
this year.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — They 
say it’s practice, practice, 
practice that gets you to 
Carnegie Hall. But for Sting, 
it was a chance encoun¬ 
ter with Britain’s Queen 
Mother when he was 10 
years old that gave him 
the ambition and drive he 
needed to reach that hal¬ 
lowed stage. 

The rocker told the story 
of that fateful encounter 
Monday night during an 
ebullient show — at once 
intimate and grand — that 
marked his first solo head¬ 
line gig at the venerable 
New York venue, despite 
his having performed 
many times there. He was 
accompanied by the 
powerful Orchestra of St. 
Luke’s, with many of his old 
classics arranged by con¬ 
ductor Rob Mathes. 

The 64-year-old singer ar¬ 
rived to a standing ova¬ 
tion, and immediately be¬ 
gan with "Englishman in 
New York,” aptly enough, 
with the crowd singing 
along to the lyric, “Be your¬ 
self no matter what they 
say.” 


“I sincerely hope that THIS 
Englishman in New York 
has earned a place here,” 
he said, to cheers. 

He performed many of his 
hits from his Police years 
and then from his solo ca¬ 
reer, and included a cou¬ 
ple songs from his recent 
Broadway show, "The Last 
Ship.” He also paid tribute 
to Frank Sinatra in his cen¬ 
tennial year, performing 
“In the Wee Small Hours of 
the Morning” along with 
trumpeter Chris Botti. He 
recounted how Sinatra 
had addressed an auto¬ 
graph to him — the only 
autograph he possesses — 
as "the new blue eyes.” 
“Except my eyes are 
green,” Sting quipped. 

The rocker prefaced the 
soulful title song from “The 
Last Ship” — his debut as 
a Broadway composer, 
which closed in January 
after a brief run — with 
the anecdote about the 
Queen Mother, who came 
to his hometown more 
than a half-century ago to 
christen a ship, and rode 
down his very own street 
“in a giant Rolls Royce” as 
he waved a Union Jack, 


dressed in his Sunday best. 
“She caught my eye,” he 
said, and kept looking. “I 
was infected with the idea 
that I didn’t belong on 
that street, in that house,” 
he said. “I wanted to be in 
that car... I wanted to end 
up in Carnegie Hall. And 
here we are.” 


Sting dedicated “Every Lit¬ 
tle Thing She Does Is Magic” 
to his longtime, outgoing 
manager, Kathy Schen- 
ker, who was spending her 
last performance as his 
manager. He dedicated 
“Fields of Gold” to his wife, 
Trudie Styler, speaking of 
their country home in Eng¬ 


land, where he said would 
hope to end his days un¬ 
der a copper beach tree.

NEW YORK (AP) — Personal 
lyrics are a staple for many 
singer-songwriters, who 
plumb the intimate details 
of their lives and spill them 
out onstage. 

Josh Ritter avoided them 
until the 2013 album, “The 
Beast in Its Tracks,” largely 
based on his experience 
bouncing back from a di¬ 


vorce. The gorgeous “Joy 
to You Baby,” for example, 
nails that moment when 
bitterness lifts and you’re 
able to legitimately wish an 
ex well. 

Now that he's done it, 
the 39-year-old Brooklyn- 
based singer is closing the 
confessional. 

“I believe it’s something to 
be used sparingly, when 
you really can’t avoid 


it,” said Ritter, father of a 
3-year-old girl with his nov¬ 
elist partner Haley Tanner. 
“After a while, it’s just bor¬ 
ing. It's boring to look at 
yourself. Who wants to look 
at themselves in the mir¬ 
ror for very long, and who 
wants to listen to it?” 

Music is entertainment, af¬ 
ter all, and Ritter fears los¬ 
ing an audience with self¬ 
absorption. 


“I dread being the last one 
to leave a party,” he said. 
Ritter is touring this winter to 
support a new disc, “Ser¬ 
mon on the Rocks," which is 
filled with the literate word¬ 
play that fans of the Mos¬ 
cow, Idaho, native (and 
published novelist) have 
become accustomed to. 
Several Biblical references 
in the lyrics make the disc’s 
title inspiration obvious.

NEW YORK (AP) — Sure, 
10 is an arbitrary number. 
If we were to add an 11th 
show, it might very well be 
HBO’s sublimely shrewd 
comedy “Silicon Valley,” 
or ABC’s unbridled melo¬ 
drama “Scandal,” or Fox’s 
noir thriller “Gotham.” It 


might even be “CBS This 
Morning,” which continues 
to offer early risers a smart 
diet of news as opposed to 
the empty calories of its ri¬ 
vals on ABC and NBC. 

But 10 it is, so here, in al¬ 
phabetical order, are this 
year’s Big 10: 

— “The Affair” (Showtime). 
A New York novelist has an 
affair and creates havoc 
for two families — his own 
and his lover's. The second 
season of this heated dra¬ 
ma has been even better 
than the first, as the rewards 
of his infidelity disintegrate 
and the consequences 
mount. Meanwhile, qui¬ 
etly among its splendid 
cast, Maura Tierney as the 
wronged wife continues to 
prove herself as one of the 
finest actresses around. 

— “The Americans” (FX). 


Perhaps the best but least- 
celebrated drama on the 
air, it marked a third sea¬ 
son of crafty storytelling as 
it continued to explore the 
complex, death-defying 
lives of two Soviet KGB of¬ 
ficers posing as an Ameri¬ 
can married couple during 
the Cold War. The tangled 
storylines remained intrigu¬ 


ing; with co-stars Keri Rus¬ 
sell and Matthew Rhys so 
good in their multiple guis¬ 
es as undercover spies that 
they even escaped notice, 
yet again, from the Emmy 
and Golden Globes judg¬ 
es. For shame! 

— “Better Call Saul” (AMC). 
The pain of losing “Break¬ 
ing Bad” was salved for its 
fans by the return of Bob 
Odenkirk (who arrived at 
“BB” in its second season 
as welcome comic relief, 
then grew Saul into a full- 
fledged scene stealer) in 
this aptly quirky prequel. It 
was everything a “BB" dev¬ 
otee could have hoped 
for, and never less than 
true to the series that be¬ 
gat it, and yet, for anyone 
watching, was a constant 
surprise. 


— “Fargo" (FX). A second 
season of doing the im¬ 
possible — reimagining 
the 1996 film classic — this 
cycle has, if anything, im¬ 
proved on Season 1 with 
its completely new tale 
and slate of characters. 
Once again, it’s a bizarre 
melange of heartland pro¬ 
priety, steely violence and 


pitch-black humor. And 
once again, the cast (in¬ 
cluding Kirsten Dunst, Pat¬ 
rick Wilson, Jean Smart, 
Ted Danson and Jeffrey 
Donovan) is delicious. 

— “Frontline” (PBS). Airing 
for more than 30 years, 
winner of more than two 
dozen Peabody Awards, 
it kept on keeping on this 
season with reports on the 
NRA, Vladimir Putin, torture 
by the CIA, Ebola, ISIS and 
the challenges faced by 
transgender youngsters. 
Somehow immune to the 
pressures and failings that 
compromise so much of TV 
public affairs, it continued 
its long reign enlightening 
the public. 

— “The Good Wife” (CBS). 
This legal drama had a few 
false moments last spring. 


especially in plotting its 
farewell to glam gumshoe 
Kalinda (Archie Panjabi). 
But so far in Season 7, it’s 
back in the swing. Add¬ 
ing Jeffrey Dean Morgan 
as its new investigator was 
a masterstroke. And the 
newly rejiggered storylines 
are as smart, snarled and 
zesty as ever. And funny! 


Alan Cumming’s fitful cam¬ 
paign strategist scores 
laughs in his every scene 
and, thanks to the fullness 
of all the characters, no 
one is immune from daffy 
moments. As it has been all 
along, “The Good Wife" re¬ 
mains a sophisticated dra¬ 
ma full of human comedy. 

— “Last Week Tonight with 
John Oliver” (HBO). Reli¬ 
gion, chicken, net neu¬ 
trality, voting rights for 
Guam, the injustice of bail 

— they're all the same to 
Oliver. In each weekly ser- 
monette he sheds light on 
absurdities and scandals 
no one else is likely to be 
exposing, or, if they are, not 
with his thoroughness and/ 
or wicked sense of humor. 
“Last Week,” every week, is 
an indispensable half-hour. 


— “Mad Men" (AMC). For 
anyone who was there, 
the ‘60s felt all-inclusive yet 
passed in a flash. Same for 
“Mad Men," whose saga 
began at the dawn of the 
‘60s and closed out that 
decade when its final sea¬ 
son aired last spring. Sur¬ 
prisingly, nearly everyone 
involved lived happily ever 
after, including the wily but 
often self-destructive ad 
man Don Draper (played 
by series star Jon Hamm). 
Most viewers were happy, 
too, with its slyly appropri¬ 
ate conclusion, but also 
sad to bid farewell to a TV 
masterpiece. 

— “Narcos” (Netflix). This 
serialized, true-to-life thriller 
follows the exploits of Co¬ 
lumbian drug kingpin Pab¬ 
lo Escobar and the Medel¬ 
lin Cartel, as well as the 
U.S. drug agents Escobar 
repeatedly outwits. Shot in 
Colombia and starring Bra¬ 
zilian actor Wagner Moura, 
it is a riveting portrait of evil, 
power and supreme crafti¬ 
ness. Happily for viewers, 
there’s more evil to come 
from Escobar, with “Nar¬ 
cos” renewed for a sec¬ 
ond season. Until then, a 
warning: One taste of this 
first season could lead to a 
10-episode binge. 

— “Sense8” (Netflix). A flu¬ 
id narrative takes viewers 
to eight cities where eight 
characters are somehow 
linked by an ability to share 
thoughts, feelings and vi¬ 
sions they can't explain 
to themselves or anyone 
else. Viewers are invited to 
embark on this enchant¬ 
ing sci-fi thrill ride from the 
Wachowskis (“The Matrix”). 
Daryl Hannah and Naveen 
Andrews (“Lost”) join a 
sprawling cast of mostly 
new faces in settings that 
range from Chicago to 
Seoul, from Mexico City to 
Mumbai. The visuals are 
dazzling, the soundtrack 
score is haunting, and the 
interlocking storylines may 
tax your understanding 

— that is, until you submit. 
After that, if you hear thun¬ 
der on a bright, sunny day 
(as does one of the char¬ 
acters), no worries. Some¬ 
where, it's storming and 
you might be there soon.Q
